If you are one who likes 
to smoke while enjoying 
your supper or lunch in a 
public restaurant, the clock 
may be ticking. 

Town Councillor Harry 
Penner is trying to garner 
support from his fellow 
councillors to pass a smok¬ 
ing by-law, which if passed 
would outlaw smoking in 
all public restaurants in 
Didsbury. 

“This (smoking by-law) 
are almost universal,” 
Penner said. “I think 
Didsbury is behind.” 

Penner feels that his rec¬ 
ommendation which was 
first presented one month 
ago at a Corporate Services 
Committee meeting, is very 
“easy going” compared to 
some other smoking by¬ 
laws in other communities, 
as close as Olds. 

Larger municipalities 
like Victoria, Vancouver, 
and Calgary have even 
tougher rules. For example 
in Calgary smokers are 
even forced to “butt out” 
while sitting on a sidewalk 
patio. 

“What I am proposing is 
very mild compared to 
other communities,” 
Penner said. 

Penner’s by-law, if 
passed, would only outlaw 
smoking in restaurants 
where in Olds there is no 
public smoking allowed in 
any businesses that allow 
minors under 18. 

“This by-law (which I 
am proposing) only affects 
eating establishment that 
allow minors. If there is an 
eating establishments that 
doesn’t allow minors (such 
as a bar, or a pub) than

Water woes run deep, negotiations threatened

Strong statements made by 
Mountain View County’s (MVC) 
Reeve Ian Harvie during a prepared 
speech to his council used words 
such as, “blackmail, handicapping 
rural growth and (having to build 
a county water line is) detrimental 
economically for the region.” 

These statements made in MVC 
council chambers, as an informa¬ 
tional update on Water Line Ad Hoc 
Committee negotiations, stated, in 
Harvie’s opinion, negotiations to 
allow the county to tap into a mu¬ 
nicipality owned water line had 
come to a standstill. 

“In our opinion (MVC) this is 
detrimental economically. We are 


getting frustrated with the 
lack of progress,” he said. 

MVC has been involved in 
negotiations with Olds, 
Didsbury and Carstairs to get 
their approval allowing MVC 
to tap into the Mountain View 
Regional Water Services Com¬ 
mission (MVRWSC), owned by 
six municipalities along the 
Highway 2 corridor (Innisfail, 
Bowden, Olds, Didsbury, 
Carstairs and Crossfield). In 
1992 a water commission was 
struck by those municipalities 
to purchase the water line 
from the province. 

Jim Romaine, chairman of 
MVRWSC, ad hoc committee 
member and Innisfail town 
councillor explained, “these 


municipalities stuck their necks 
out in 1992 and bought the wa¬ 
ter service from the province. At 
the time it was losing money 
drastically (about $1 million per 
year) and the province wanted 
out of the water business. They 
said to us, if you don’t buy this 
we will sell it to the utility com¬ 
panies. We didn’t want that and 
the county and six towns were 
invited to sit down and negoti¬ 
ate a purchase.” 

Romaine said the county 
didn’t show up at the meeting. 

“They weren’t interested at 
that time,” said Romaine. 

Harvie objected to that state¬ 
ment saying, “Romaine can’t 
prove the county was invited and 
we have no record of being in¬ 


vited to those meetings.” 

Romaine said six munici¬ 
palities took over the waterline 
in 1993 not knowing what they 
were getting into. 

“It was losing money, dras¬ 
tically, but we wanted to make 
sure we were in control of our 
own water, now it is a very 
valuable resource to these six 
municipalities.” 

Towns believe they own the 
waterline, the county believes 
they should be allowed to get 
into the partnership as the 
province used public money to 
build it, in the first place. 

Terry Peterman, Olds town 
councillor and commission rep¬ 
resentative said being an owner

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County declares Crisis 


County defers some 
taxes until December

As expected, Mountain 
View County has joined other 
municipalities in south and 
central Alberta in making an 
economic emergency declara¬ 
tion due to the ongoing mad 
cow crisis. 

Passed during Wednesday’s 
council meeting, the declara¬ 
tion states: "Mountain View 
County officially declares that 
an economic hardship crisis 
exists within Mountain View 
County as a result of the con¬ 
tinued closure of the Ameri¬ 
can border to Canadian ex¬ 
ports of beef.” 

Councillors also agreed to 
defer property taxes on farm 
properties from Sept. 15 to 
mid-December. As well, the 
normal 12 per cent penalty for 
late taxes has been reduced to 
a six per cent penalty. 

The county will be placing 
notices in area newspapers 
identifying those in the spe¬ 
cific assessment classes, said 
administrator Harold 

Johnsrude. 

Farmers and ranchers, feed 
lot operators, home builders, 
machinery dealers and others 
across the 12,000 resident 
county are all feeling the im¬ 
pact of the crisis, says County 
Reeve Ian Harvie. 

"Our agricultural industry, 
which is the second largest in¬ 
dustry in the province, is in 
peril at this particular time,” 
said Harvie. “There are a 
number of municipalities, in¬ 
cluding ourselves, who are 
very concerned about this 
BSE issue. The clock is tick¬ 
ing.” 

Sundre-area councillor 
Linda Burrell said, “It’s caus¬ 
ing severe economic hard¬ 
ship.”

Other munici¬ 
palities that have 
already declared 
economic disas¬ 
ters include the 
Municipal Dis¬ 
trict of Foothills, 
south of Calgary, Red Deer 
County, Ponoka County, 
Lacombe County and 
Lethbridge County. 

Although largely sym¬ 
bolic, the declarations do 
send a message to all levels 
of government that an eco¬ 
nomic disaster or crisis is 
underway and that financial 
assistance is needed. 

The Mountain View 
County declaration included 
a call that letters of concern 
be sent to the provincial and 
federal governments. 

“I think they need to help 
support private sector rela¬ 
tionships for economic diver¬ 
sity,” said Reeve Harvie. 
“I’m suggesting helping put 
in more processing plants in 
this country.” 

The county has the second 
largest number of farmsteads 
on any municipality in the 
province, he noted. 

The 17,600 resident MD of 
Foothills, directly south of 
the Calgary, declared an 
emergency on Monday “due 
to the ongoing closure of the 
American border to Canadian 
beef exports.” 

The Foothills declaration 
states: “The border closure 
has had many negative ef- 


receive substantially fewer 
dollars for their cattle.” 

The Cargill Foods Beef 
Processing Plant, located 
near High River, has already 
laid off 500 workers due to the 
crisis, the MD said. There are 
225,000 cattle in the MD. 

A1 Schule, Reeve of the 
30,000 resident Calgary-based 
MD of Rockyview, just south 
of Mountain View County, 
said he will be tabling an 
emergency declaration pro¬ 
posal on July 29. 

“I definitely will be bring¬ 
ing it up at the next council 
meeting,” said Schule. 
“Council is extremely con¬ 
cerned with the beef industry. 
There isn’t one councillor on 
our council who isn’t aware 
of it and has concerns. 

“We have a situation here 
that affects not only farmers, 
but economic turmoil with the 
transportation industry.” 

The MD of Rockyview in¬ 
cludes the rural communities 
directly north and west of the 
city. Schule called for greatly 
expanded federal and provin¬ 
cial government aid. 

“It seems Alberta comes to 
everybody else’s aid, and some 
of that should be coming back 
here,” said Schule. 
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Petition circulating around 
Province to re-regulate utilities

The Social Credit Party of 
Alberta are circulating a pe¬ 
tition around the province, 
including within Mountain 
View County, to try and gar¬ 
ner enough support to have 
utilities re-regulated. 

The Party’s leader, Lavern 
Ahlstrom, says that 
Albertans deserve fair, and 
reasonably priced utilities 
and shouldn’t be forced to pay 
the high prices that they have 
been paying. 

“They (the Tories) de¬ 
regulated so I believe it’s al¬ 
ways possible to re-regulate. 
It won’t be an easy process - 
but one worth pursuing,” 


said Ahlstrom. “You want a 
good supply for a reasonable 
price and we no longer have 
it.” 

Ahlstrom says that when 
utilities were de-regulated it 
effected every Albertan in a 
negative way. 

"We had good power rates 
for years and years, and a 
good system.” Ahlstrom said 
“Power is power, it’s not a 
commodity. It’s not like buy¬ 
ing a Chev, Ford or Dodge. Do 
people want to shop for 
power? I don’t think so.” 

Lavern is hoping to garner 
at least 1,000 signatures per 
riding, which he says is go¬ 
ing very well to date.

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Dogpound creek residents continue to lobby for creek crossing 



breeding patterns of the fish in 
the Dog Pound Creek, as well 
as recreational users cannot 
get past the crossing. 

The County was ordered to 
place barricades as well as large 
piles of rocks on either side of 
the river to ensure that no 
traffic could even get close to 
the crossing. 

The Depart ment of Fisheries 
and Oceans also warned the 
County and area farmers that 
if they attempted to put the 
road back together that their 
equipment would be seized and 
they would have to pay a 
substantial fine. 

The crossing was kept open 
until this year, when the

A petition which was started 
approximately two month's ago 
to try and have a permanent 
crossing built over the 
Dogpound Creek , just west of 
Didsbury, has been handed into 
Mountain View County. 

The petition was circulated 
by three concerned citizens; 
Colin Minty who lives on the 
west side of the Dogpound 
Creek and Erna and Henry 
Goerzen who live on the east 
side of the creek. The three 
determined, yet very frustrated 
landowners managed to garner 
support from hundreds of local 
residents who believe that a 
crossing should be put into 
place. 

Up until this year, Mountain 
View County would place two 
four foot culverts and one three 
foot culvert across the water 
where they would haul in 
gravel to place over the culverts 
to construct a road for area 
traffic. The culverts worked 
well enough to allow the water 
to travel through, although 
stopped recreational users from 
being able to get past the 
crossing, and usually by spring 
the crossing is washed out, 
which normally would just be 
repaired and put back together 
by County staff. 

The petition which was 
circulated read, "We request 
that the County apply to (the) 
government for the building of 
a bridge at the Luft Crossing 
on the Dogpound Creek, west 
of Didsbury. TWP RD 31.02." 

Minty and the Goerzen's are 
hoping that a permanent 
solution can be put into place 
to ensure that the crossing isn't 
washed away every year, and 
also they are hoping a crossing 
can be built that can be friendly 
to both the wildlife as well as 
the recreational users. 

The Federal department of 
Fisheries and Oceans put their 
foot down this year, and told 
Mountain View County that 
they are not to repair the 
crossing again, as it is 
disruptive to the natural

The Town of Didsbury has 
been pleased that some of the 
eating establishments in 
Town have provided a non¬ 
smoking alternative for din¬ 
ing. It does provide choice for 
residents and for proprietors. 

There is a growing move¬ 
ment among municipalities to 
limit smoking areas. The 
range of restrictions is from 
completely legislating non¬ 
smoking indoors in public 
places (as Victoria has done) 
to restricting it in certain 
Town owned buildings. 
Calgary has a complicated 
bylaw that includes restrict¬ 
ing smoking in outdoor patio 
restaurants! 

Didsbury's 1995 bylaw has 
applied only to Town owned 
buildings. 

There are some citizens 
who have expressed a desire 
to increase non-smoking ar¬ 
eas. 


Councilor Penner has initi¬ 
ated a bylaw process which has 
come through committee to 
Council. I am pleased that the 
concern expressed by citizens 
of Didsbury seems to be tar¬ 
geted at areas where children 
may be served. 

Personally, I am torn be¬ 
tween my abhorrence of regu¬ 
lating away personal freedoms 
and the valid health concerns 
vividly and scientifically docu¬ 
mented that have led other com¬ 
munities to provide leadership 
in this area. 

Council has decided that the 
community should be involved 
in the decision of whether to 
restrict smoking in indoor eat¬ 
ing establishments where mi¬ 
nors are served. There is no 
intention by this Council to 
consider intruding into estab¬ 
lishments that serve adults 
only, or that do not serve food. 

It was decided at the July 21 
meeting of Council to have an 
open house in the fall to pro¬ 


vide citizens with the opportu¬ 
nity to provide community in¬ 
put regarding your preferences 
about smoking regulation. 
Council also wants to consult 
businesses that would be af¬ 
fected by any changes in the 
bylaw. 

Notices specifying the time 
and date of the fall open house 
will be published in the news¬ 
paper and the Town Crier, and 
individual letters will be sent to 
affected businesses once the 
meeting has been scheduled. 

It is important to us to re¬ 
flect the values of the commu¬ 
nity not just on this issue, but 
also on an ongoing basis re¬ 
garding your concerns.

Smoking issue has arrived in Didsbury

The issue of non-smoking 
in Didsbury has finally ar¬ 
rived - YES! To our small 
town, and why not? Does 
smoking only harm those in 
the large metropolitan areas 
of Calgary and New York? 

No one can, after all the 
scientific evidence, claim that 
smoking does no harm to our 
bodies. It has been proven 
that second hand smoke is 
even more harmful to smoker 
and non-smoker, than the first 
time around. Even tobacco 
companies have been forced by 
the courts, to settle billion 
dollar judgments against 
them. Therefore we are forced 
to assume that second hand 
smoke is dangerous to our 
health. 

Given this to be a fact, we 
are deemed to go on to address 
the rights and privileges of the 
individual in a free society to 
do whatever he wants, as long 
as it is legal. Tobacco is a le¬ 


gal product that may be used, 
generally, anywhere in 
Didsbury except in Town oper¬ 
ated buildings. 

This includes nurseries, 
baby sitting services, hotel/ 
motel lobbies, restaurants, 
gasoline service stations, and 
of course your own homes. 

We have laws in our land 
that minors cannot buy, or use, 
cigarette products. There must 
be a reason for this! Again, as¬ 
sume that at least most of the 
scientific studies are correct. 
This is a good law. 

This is where I come in, and 
this is the reason that this item 
appears in this paper. I chose 
one small segment of our exist¬ 
ence, and took it to council. I 
proposed to introduce a by-law 
that would prohibit smoking in 
eating establishments in 
Didsbury. Not all eating and 
drinking establishments. Only 
those that admit minors as pa¬ 
trons. This has no effect on 
smoking anywhere in town ex¬ 
cept those eating establish¬ 


ments that allow minors! 

The objections were various, 
but all came down to one issue. 
The rights and privileges of the 
minority. The minority has the 
privilege to do whatever he 
wants to do to his body and to 
a consenting adults' body that 
he wants, desires, and craves. 
He does not, however, have the 
right to do so if it harms any¬ 
one else, and without the con¬ 
sent of the other party. In this 
case we are dealing with the 
other party has being a baby, 
or at least a minor. 

I am not afraid to proclaim 
that I am sick and tired of pro¬ 
tecting the "so called rights" of 
the vocal minority. These are 
not rights, they are privileges, 
and I do not want the minori¬ 
ties' privilege forced on the si¬ 
lent majority, particularly the 
minors of our society, and this 
goes beyond smoking, but that's 
for another day.

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Mountain View County demanding quarterly reports

Mountain View County 
Council approved administra¬ 
tion’s request that will require 
all municipalities, councils, 
and commissions who receive 
funding from the County to 
start - immediately - submit¬ 
ting quarterly reports. 

“The intent of this is to get 
everyone on the same page, so 
we can make prudent 
decisions,” said Reeve Ian 
Harvie. 

The decision to request 
quarterly reports came in light 
of the “financial crisis” at the 
Mountain View Waste 
Management Commission, 
which Mountain View County 
is a member of. 

“The current financial and 
operating difficulties that the 
Mountain View Regional Waste 
Management Commission is 
encountering emphasizes the 
need for formalized and 
consistent reporting by 
authorities/commissions to the 
member municipalities who are 
receiving the service and 
providing the funding,” said 
Harold Johnsrude, the 
County’s Commissioner, in a 
letter that will be sent out to 
all the agencies which the 
County provides funding to. 

It was brought to the Waste 
Commission’s attention, 
approximately one month ago. 


that they are approximately 
$500,000 short in revenues to 
cover their general expenses for 
the next three months. 

The shortfall isn’t a result 
of embezzlement, but rather 
the expenses were higher than 
the Commission had budgeted 
for - partly because of a 
mismanagement error. 

Since the error was caught 
the Commission’s CAO, Larry 
Nault, has taken paid sick 
leave, and Municipal Affairs 
have launched an investigation 
and appointed and interim 
CAO. 

The County is hoping that 
by requesting quarterly reports 
that errors, like what 
happened at the Waste 
Commission, can be picked up 
before a “crisis” occurs. 

“(We are hoping) it will 
reduce the potential of anything 
seriously going wrong,” said 
the County’s Assistant 
Commissioner, Tony Martens. 

Johnsrude explained that 
this report isn’t asking the 
different agencies of too much. 

“All we are asking is for the 
agencies that we provide 
funding to, provide a quarterly 
brief one pager report,” 
Johnsrude explained. 

Aside from the quarterly 
report providing a financial 
update each quarter, it will also 
have to include: 

• Summary of key incidents 
and decisions made in the last 


Canada Day concert falls 
short on revenues by 
$13,000

It was a once in a lifetime opportunity for many Didsburians 
who had the chance to meet two Country Music Stars, Adam 
Gregory and Duane Steele during the Canada Day concert, 
although the Town is crossing their fingers for a grant, after the 
concert took a loss of over $13,000. 

The Town had orginally budgeted to bring in $12,000 from 
ticket sales which fell short, with only $10,326 being brought in. 

The total expenses to date total $23,515.99. which is higher 
than what was budgeted. The Town had orginally budgeted 
$20,000 for expenses. 

Approximately 516 tickets were purchased, and 130 were given 
out free of charge, which sparked Councillor Judy Kaupp to ask 
for a new policy to be drafted. 

Since last Monday’s council meeting Rhonda Hunter, the 
Town’s Director of Community Services, has been drafting up an 
ammendment that will be made to the promotions policy for 
“special events.” 

Hunter says that this was the first year that the Town has 
ever held a concert of this magnitude, adding that it has taught 
everyone quite a bit. 

“This type of activity presentation is new to the community so 
we needed to deal with how we would distribute complimentary 
tickets to such events,” Hunter said. 

The Town’s Acting Chief Administrative Officer, Robert Wigg, 
believes that the Canada Day concert was a successful event, and 
believes that residents should look at the cost of the concert as 
“promoting Didsbury.” “I believe this was really about showcasing 
Didsbury," Wigg said. 

Wigg stressed that Didsbury taxpayers shouldn’t have to pay 
the entire $13,000 deficit, as the Town is currently in the process 
of applying for a Provincial grant. 

The Town is eligible for the Alberta Foundation of the Arts 
grant, which basically assists communities in bringing these sorts 
of events to their communities. 

“The amount that applicants are eligible for will change from 
year to year as the Foundation allocates funds according to the 
number of applications they receive,” Hunter explained. 

Hunter explained that last year applicants received 67 cents 
on the dollar. For example; If a municipality applied for $10,000 
they would have received $6,700. se ,, CONCERT Pane 7

• Summary of future 
initiatives/issues that the Board 
will be dealing with; 

• Statistical information 


regarding year-to-date activity 
may be provided in summary 
form but this information is 
optional. 

“I recognize that this 
request will take a little extra 
work but this type of reporting 
is long overdue and is 
necessary information for 
County council,” Johnsrude 
concluded, in his letter to the 
different agencies.The error at 
the Waste Commission, would 
have never been caught 
through quarterly reporting, 
Clem Kuelker said, in a past 
interview, adding that each 
municipality - including 
Mountain View County - has a 
representative on the Waste 
Commission and it is their duty 
to provide this type of 
information to County council. 

“Each member municipality 
has a representative on the 
Commission and (that rep) 
should make sure that he 
provides his municipality with 


the appropriate information 
and that it is done correctly,” 
Kuelker said. 

County Councillor Dave 
Derksen is the County’s 
representative on the Waste 
Commission but was unavail¬ 
able for comment prior to press 
time. Despite the feelings from 
the Waste Commission, county 
council passed administrations 
recommendation. 

Harvie added that if certain 
agencies which they provide 
funding to, fail to provide the 
appropriate documentation to 
the County funds may be 
withheld. 

“We have held back (on other 
areas before)... until such time 
that they have provided us with 
the appropriate documentation,” 
Harvie added. 

All municipalities, 

commissions, and councils will 
be required to submit their first 
report to county council after 
this current quarter.

other weeds without kill¬ 
ing the crop. 

Ollikka says that the 
problem comes when you 
want to introduce a crop 
from a seperate family. 

Canola is considered a 
broadleaf crop, while 
wheat is considered a 
grass plant. 

“Grassy (crops) are 
more difficult to try and 
get rid of then broadleaf 
crops,” Ollikka said. 

The major problems 
come when farmers alter¬ 
nate their crops from year 
to year. 

Ollikka explained that 
many farmers often alter¬ 
nate between a broadleaf 
crop and a grassleaf crop 
from year to year. 

“Often when you are 
combining you will have 
some seeds blow over the 
back of the combine, seed- 
ing themselves again - 
which poses a problem for 
the next year,” Ollikka 
explained. 

In the Spring when a 
farmer is doing an early 
spring spray, he wouldn’t 
be able to spray his field 
with Round-Up to get rid 
of all of the weeds. 

He would have to use 
two to three seperate 
sprays, such as; 

a) Round-up - to get rid 
of all of the weeds that 
aren’t crop 

b) A spray that kills 
broadleaf crops 

c) A spray that kills 
grassy crops 

“So, now you have 
this weed that you can’t 
get rid of.” 

“Now you are increas¬ 
ing your costs like your 
chemical costs and this 
creates a problem again,” 
Ollikka added. “You are 
creating a lot of problems 
just inside of that sys¬ 
tem.” 


Mountain View County 
(MVC) won’t be following 
in the exact same foot¬ 
steps as Smoky Lake 
County who are com¬ 
pletely against the intro¬ 
duction of genetically en¬ 
gineered wheat, but in¬ 
stead MVC have asked all 
farmers who choose to 
use the crop, if it ever be¬ 
comes legal, to notify ad¬ 
jacent land owners of it’s 
use. 

Smoky Lake County 
Council sent out a letter 
to all county councils in 
Canada, attempting to 
garner as much support 
as possible for their reso¬ 
lution, “against the in¬ 
troduction of genetically 
engineered wheat.” 

According to Cory 
Ollikka, a county council¬ 
lor with Smoky Lake 
County as well as the 
chairman of the Agricul¬ 
ture Service Board, there 
are just too many ques¬ 
tions about the product 
right now. 

“We are against the 
introduction of this prod¬ 
uct,” Ollikka said. “The 
bottom line is that there 
are far more questions 
than there are answers.” 

"We think it will cre¬ 
ate more agronomic prob¬ 
lems than it will solve,” 
he added. 

The government has 
already approved the use 
of genetically engineered 
wheat, which has proven 
itself to be successful for 
those that use it. 

Some farmers appeal 
to genetically engineered 
canola because it is 
roundup resistant, which 
means that once the crop 
is planted a farmer can 
spray his field to kill the

The Town will be applying for $10,000 to the Al¬ 
berta Foundation of the Arts. 

“We are anticipating on receiving between $6,000 
to $7,000 from the grant,” Hunter said. 

The costs which the Town are eligible to apply for 
include the artists fees, as well any costs associated 
in hosting the artists such as hotel fees, travel, and 
food; as well as the Town can apply to have some of 
their producer fee’s paid back to them from this grant. 

If the Town is successful at receiving $6,000 to 
$7,000 from the grant taxpayers will only have to sub¬ 
sidize between $6,189 and $7,200. 

Councilor Harry Penner says that he wouldn’t sup¬ 
port a “big name” concert in the Town of Didsbury 
again. 

“I would not support another event like this with a 
big name artist. It’s too high of cost and too risky,” 
Penner said. 

Penner says that administration were confident that 
it would make money, and says it’s unfortunate the 
way it turned out. 

“It’s unfortante the way it happened - you can’t 
always be right on I guess,” Penner added. 

Mayor Dorothy Moore says that it’s too early to 
predict if she would support another concert of this 
size, but feels it’s not right to have the taxpaxers sub¬ 
sidizing concerts like this. 

“Maybe, if we held the concert at a different time, 
instead of when every community was trying to host 
their own Canada Day activities.” 

The grant dollars, if approved, won’t be received 
by the Town until next year.

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County provides 
funding for improved 
crossing safety 


MVC will be 
spending over 
$80,000 to 
increase the safety 
on three rail 
crossings

Three railway 

crossings in Mountain 
View County will 
receiving a facelift, which 
will hopefully increase the 
safety of these crossings, 
County administration 
are saying. 

“In Mountain View 
County they have 
identified three crossings 
that need to be 
upgraded,” explained the 
County’s Assistant Com¬ 
missioner, Tony Martens. 

In order to increase the 
safety, crossing gates and 
lights will be installed at 
three separate crossings. 

These crossings 
include: 

• Mile 47.66, 
immediately north of 
Didsbury. 

• Mile 54.53, near the 


Pioneer elevator, south of 
Olds. 

•Mile 54.91, 

immediately south of 
Olds. 

At the present time 
there are lights at 47.66 
and 54.91, but no gates 
and constant warning 
time devices. 

The review of this rail 
line was conducted by 
both Canadian Pacific 
Railway and Transport 
Canada. 

“It has been 
determined that gates 
make crossings safer. The 
constant warning time 
devices control when the 
flashing lights are 
activated based on the 
speed that the train is 
travelling. If a train is 
travelling fast, the lights 
will activate sooner, if it 
is travelling slow, they 
will activate later,” 
explained Martens. 

The lights at the 47.66 
and 54.91 locations were 
installed using the old 
guidelines. Martens 
explained that by using 
today’s guidelines they 
would include gates and 
constant warning time 
devices. 

The capital costs for 


the three projects totals 
$664,000 ($218,000 for 
47.66; $223,000 for 54.53; 
and $223,000 for 54.91). 

The County is respon¬ 
sible for 12.5 per cent of 
the costs, while Transport 
Canada pays for 80 per 
cent and the CPR will 
cover the remaining 7.5 
per cent. 

For the County 12.5 
per cent means that they 
will have to pay out 
$83,000 for the 
construction of these 
crossing warning 

systems. 

The annual mainte¬ 
nance costs are approxi¬ 
mately $10,060, which the 
County is responsible for 
50 per cent of that 
($9,030), and the CPR is 
responsible for the 
remaining 50 per cent. 

“At the present time the 
County contributes 
$4,995 annually for the 
maintenance of these 
railway crossings. These 
costs will be included in 
the $9,030; therefore, the 
net increase to the County 
is $4,035,” Martens said. 

Martens explained to 
County Council that he 
realized these funded 
wouldn’t be available this 
year, but asked council for 
their support so that the 
plans can start being 
made to put these 
crossing warning systems 
into place. 

“I am guessing that 
this project will be 
completed in the 2004 
budget,” Martens said.

Grasshopper problem spreading quickly

County says to 
province: 

Grasshoppers are a 
problem here! 

Mountain View County 
will ask the province to 
identify the county’s west 
areas as “grasshopper 
infested” in order to make 
producers in that area 
eligible for rebates from 
the province. 

Jeff Holmes, assistant 
agriculture fieldman at 
Mountain View County, 
said this is the worst he 
has ever seen 
grasshoppers in this area. 

Holmes has visited 
some areas where the 
ground moves with 
grasshoppers and said 
they have destroyed 
crops. 

“I’m not up on

grasshoppers because 
they usually aren’t a 
problem in this area,” he 
said in his report to 
council, July 23. 

Holmes suggested the 
province inspectors be 
invited to this area to see 
damage caused by these 
pests first hand and add 
Mountain View County to 
their list of infested areas. 

Council supported all 
the recommendations 
made by Holmes.

Health authority reviewing 
plans in case of nurses strike

Meanwhile, the 
DTHRA finance depart¬ 
ment continues to work 
on the region’s 2003- 
2004 budget for the re¬ 
gion. That budget will 
almost assuradly not be 
balanced, said Brian 
Judd, VP of Finance. 

“We still have some 
work to do,” said Judd. 
“We are certainly behind 
some others, but we also 
have a lot more changes 
than anybody else too. 
It’s taken some more 
time to figure out what 
is in previous budgets 
and how do the boundary 
changes impact us. 

“We know that we are 
certainly facing some of 
the same changes some of 
the basic cost pressures 
all the other regions are 
facing, and a deficit 
budget is likely.” 

Asked if it will be a 
deficit budget, he said, “I 
think that’s a fair esti¬ 
mate. At this point I can’t 
see a way not to be fac¬ 
ing that same dilemma.” 

The proposed budget 
will not be ready for au¬ 
thority review at the Au¬ 
gust 6 board meeting, he 
said. 


The UNA is reportedly 
asking for three per cent 
increases or cost of living 
increase, whichever fig¬ 
ure is higher, for each 
year of a two-year con¬ 
tract. 

While nurses are not 
legally allowed to strike 
in the province, the UNA 
has not ruled out an ille¬ 
gal strike or other labour 
action. There are hun¬ 
dreds of registered nurses 
in the David Thompson 
Health Region, which in¬ 
cludes Olds, Didsbury, 
Sundre and Carstairs. 

Mediator Alan 

Beattie’s recently re¬ 
leased report recom¬ 
mended cutting guaran¬ 
teed time off for part-time 
nurses, and giving health 
employers the power to 
move nurses from site to 
site at will, says the 
UNA. 

For its part, the 
United Nurses of Alberta 
say the report has ig¬ 
nored nurses’ proposals 
to improve nursing con¬ 
ditions and health care. 

“The mediators’s rec¬ 
ommendation would gut 
many of the current 
nurses’ contract safe¬ 
guards and provisions,” 
said UNA president 
Heather Smith. 

“It’s a real threat to 
the ability of nurses to 
provide safe, high quality 
patient and client care. 
Imposing this kind of con¬ 
tract on nurses would 
drive younger nurses 
who are concerned about 
safety right out of this 
province, and would lead 
many senior nurses to 
move faster to retire¬ 
ment.” 

As well as the contin¬ 
gency plans, the DTRHA 
is also looking at the me¬ 
diator’s report, perhaps 
at the August 6 board 
meeting. 

“I know that they 
want to have a look at it 
as soon as possible,” said 
McFadden. “All health 
authorities have said 
they will definitely take 
it back to their boards 
and have a vote on it.” 


In response to a wors¬ 
ening contract dispute 
between Alberta regis¬ 
tered nurses and their 
provincial employer, the 
David Thompson Re¬ 
gional Health Authority 
is reviewing contingency 
plans that would come 
into play should nurses 
launch an illegal strike 
or other job action, say 
officials. 

“I can’t get into the 
details of the plans, but I 
can say that the first con¬ 
cern in any contingency 
plan is patient safety, and 
that even the threat of a 
strike is serious to the 
regional health authority 
and it raises concerns for 
patient safety,” said 
Elaine McFadden, 
spokesperson for the 
400,000 resident David 
Thompson Health Re¬ 
gion. 

“We have to look at the 
risks that are involved 
for our patients. We need 
to consider the impact 
and what resources would 
be available, and if there 
are any changes in serv¬ 
ices, and usually there 
are with a strike, and 
how we would communi¬ 
cate that out to the pub¬ 
lic.” 

Asked if the plans in¬ 
clude sending patients 
out of hospital, she re¬ 
plied, “That would be 
something we would need 
to look at when we got 
closer, when the timing 
was a little closer. We re¬ 
ally wouldn’t be able to 
answer those questions 
at this point.” 

The 20,000 member 
United Nurses of Alberta 
and the Provincial 
Health Authorities Asso¬ 
ciation (PHAA) have 
been in mediated talks 
aimed at reaching a new 
contract. The nurses 
have been without a con¬ 
tract since March 31. 

The PHAA has report¬ 
edly offered a three-year 
deal with consecutive 
wage increases of three, 
two and two per cent.

have on rural Albertans. 

County Commissioner Harold Johnsrude explained 
the Rural Electrification Associations (REAs) supply 
many rural ratepayers their electrical power. 

“It is our understanding the provincial government 
has put through some regulations that don’t take into 
account the smaller players, like REAs.” 

“REAs aren’t large enough to operate under the 
same regulations as larger utility suppliers,” said 
Johnsrude. 

He said REAs told council they were concerned 
about flow through rates and keeping their supply 
rates as low and as stable as possible, during the coun¬ 
ty’s May meeting. 

“They are concerned with some of the regulations 
as to how that rate will be determined and how they 
can work under the new provincial regulations.” 

The County will also request the government of 
Alberta to support the regulatory jurisdiction of REAs 
Boards of Directors in decision making matters of 
those associations.

which the Town of Olds has in 
place. Currently the Town of 
Didsbury has a smoking by¬ 
law in place which was 
implemented in 1993, which 
states that there is to be no 
smoking in any town owned 
building - but it doesn’t touch 
on any businesses, which 
Penner says, “Now is the 
time.” 

According to Mayor 
Dorothy Moore, she is stuck in 
the middle of which way she 
would vote, adding that the 
Town is planning a public con¬ 
sultation process where she 
hopes to talk to her 
constituents to find out how 
they feel. “I have to get out 
there and hear the voices of the 
taxpayers,” Moore said, adding 
that she also invites rural 
residents to speak to her, who 
may own a business or do 
business within the Town. 

According to the Town’s 
Acting CAO, Robert Wigg, the 
Town is organizing a public 
meeting with council to discuss 
this issue. The meeting is ex¬ 
pected to be held sometime in 
September. 


they wouldn’t be in¬ 
cluded,” Penner said. 

If the by-law could be 
passed tomorrow Penner

“It has been proven that 
smoking and even more so 
second hand smoke is very 
harmful.”

THE POSITIVE SIDE OF LIFE 

Ever notice that the people who are late are much 
jollier than the people who have to wait for them? 

Thanks to all the outstanding “Faces ” 
that make Didsbury such a great community! 
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QUESTION: My boyfriend doesn't talk to me very much. 
He's just a very quiet and shy person. Will he always be 
this way? I wish he'd tell me what he's thinking and feel¬ 
ing. 

DR. DOBSON: Your question reminds me of a 12-year- 
old boy who had never spoken a word. His parents and 
siblings thought he couldn't talk because they'd never heard 
his voice. Then one day the boy's mother placed some soup 
in front of him and he ate a spoonful. Then he pushed the 
bowl away and said, "This is slop, and I won't eat any more 
of it!" 

The family was ecstatic. He'd actually spoken a com¬ 
plete sentence. They all jumped around gleefully, and his 
father said. "Why haven’t you ever talked to us before?" 

The boy replied, "Because up until now, everything has 
been OK." 

Maybe your boyfriend will surprise you one day with a 
flurry of words, but I doubt it. Shyness and an introverted 
personality result primarily from an inborn temperament 
that tends to be very persistent throughout life. Research 
shows that approximately 15 percent of children are ge¬ 
netically programmed to be somewhat introverted like your 
friend and that most of them will always be that way. It 
appears that some people just seem to be born "noisy," and 
others prefer to keep their thoughts to themselves. Your 
boyfriend may be one of the latter. If you choose to marry 
him, I hope you'll do so with your eyes wide open. You're 
probably not going to change him. Many women fall in 
love with the strong, silent type and then resent their men 
for the rest of their lives because they won't talk to them. 


QUESTION: I m the boyfriend who doesn't talk very 
much. I've been that way all of my life. Part of the problem 
is that I just don’t like to reveal what I’m feeling. But also, 
I don't know how to talk to people. I get really uncomfort¬ 
able when I'm with people and I'm expected to say things. 
Can you give me some hints about how to express myself? 

DR. DOBSON: It might help you to understand the 
basics of good conversation. Let me ask you to imagine 
that the two of us are facing each other about eight feet 
apart. You have four tennis balls in your hands, and you 
toss one of them to me. Instead of throwing the ball back, 
however, I hold it and wait for you to toss another to me.

Good conversation is something like that game of catch. 
One person throws an idea or a comment to the other, and 
he or she then tosses it back. But if that second person 
doesn't return it, the game ends. Both players feel awk¬ 
ward and wish they could be somewhere else. Let me illus¬ 
trate further. 

Suppose I say to my son when he comes home in the 
afternoon, "How did it go in school today?" If he answers, 
"Fine," he has caught the ball and held it. We have nothing 
more to say to each other unless I can come up with an¬ 
other comment -- another "ball" to throw to him. 

But if my son says, "I had a good day because I got an A 
on my history test," he has caught the ball and thrown it 
back. I can then say, "Was it a difficult test?" or "Did you 
study hard for it?" or "I'll bet you're proud of yourself." 

If my son replies, "Yes," he has wrecked the game again. 
To keep the conversation going, he needs to throw back 
something of substance, such as, "It was a tough exam, 
but it was fair." Then our "game" can continue. 

As for your relationship with a future wife, it won't be 
enough to just throw the ball back to her. She's going to 
want you to be more intimate than that. She'll need to 
know how you feel about her, what you dream about, things 
that upset you, what you'd like her to do, etc. You can 
learn to put these thoughts into words, even though you 
will probably never be a big talker. I suggest that you push 
yourself in this direction rather than saying, "That's just 
how I am." Your wife will probably have to make some 
changes to accommodate you, too. 

That's what a good marriage is all about.
